The proponents of Amendment No. 1 
make a great deal of the history of the 
proposal. They go back to 1946 to tell 
how the State Democratic Committee 
that year adopted a resolution recom- 
mending that the county unit system be 
written into the State Constitution. 


They point out that in 1948 both 
gubernatorial candidates endorsed that 
objective, that Herman Talmadge 
pledged such action in 1950 as did the 
state party convention. 


But what they don’t tell you is that 
in November, 1950, the people of Geor- 
gia, the rank and file of the party, re- 
pudiated that plank, turning the county 
unit amendment down by more than 
35,000 votes. 

The unit boys go ahead to say that 
this year the State Democratic Com- 
mittee took up the cudgel again with 
the intent of forcing another vote on the 


issue. ‘ 
+ xy - 


The State Democratic Committee is 
not representative of the people of 
Georgia. It is handpicked by the gov- 
ernor and subservient to his wishes. 

The people have not asked to have 
the iron cloak of constitutional protec- 
tion thrown around the county unit sys- 
tem. The request comes from the, gov- 
ernor and his corporal’s guard. They 
are the ones who stand to benefit by the 
passage of the amendment. 

Their motive is a simple one. By 
recent legislation they have been given 
autocratic control of the party’s affairs. 

Only one power is greater, that of 
the people as expressed in a general 
election. 

The party bosses are afraid of the 
day when they dish up a slate of candi- 
dates the people can’t stomach. They 
fear when that time comes, the good 
people of Georgia will arise in revolt, 
put an independent ticket in the gen- 
eral election and beat the sox off the 
machine. 

To camouflage their real fear, they 
talk in terms of radicals, left-wingers, 
bloc votes, of hoodlums in Florida or 
Moodys and Humphreys up North. 

Those elements are not the real fear 
of the party bosses. What impels them 
to the attempt to bludgeon Georgia with 
Amendment No. 1 is that the good peo- 
ple of the state may get tired of boss 
rule and demand that the party and the 
power be given back to the people. 

To prevent that ever happening is 
the real intent of Amendment No. 1. 
The county unit system is not at stake. 
It will stay in the Democratic primary, 
subject only to the General Assembly. 
There the system of apportionment in- 
sures the unit system a long, long life.

This is the day of hobgoblins, ghosts 
and witch’s brew.

They’ve been running about the 
state masking the real issue and jump- 
ing out from behind every speaker’s 
rostrum to yell “boo” at the voters.

This is 
it—the time to strip the pretense from 
the masqueraders and show the issue as 
it is—the right to control of the elective 
process.

Ben Fairless Sees 


South’s Opportunity 


Georgia and Atlanta were happy 
Thursday to welcome one of the nation’s 
truly outstanding men to our midst in 
Benjamin F. Fairless, chairman of the 
board and president of United States 
Steel Corp., who addressed the fall 
meeting of the Georgia State Chamber 
of Commerce Wednesday. 

Mr. Fairless is representative of the 
forces that have made America great 
and when he speaks it is with the ex- 
perience of having helped to extend that 
greatness. 

“We appreciate very much the fine 
tributes he paid to Georgia and the 
South. As head of 8ne of the nation’s 
largest concerns, he has been in touch 
with this progress down here. View- 
ing it, he points out that the borders of 
the South “have become the most im- 
portant American frontier of the 20th 
Century.” 

New industry in the South, he point- 
ed out, is increasing at a rate 50 per cent 
higher than that of the nation as a 
whole. The changing picture is not just 
one that affects the South; it affects 
the prosperity, the security, and the 
strength of the entire country. 

Mr. Fairless views with concern tax 
policies that he believes are tending to 
hamper and slow down that growth. He 
cites the excess profits tax -as one of 
these hindrances to business growth and 
says government expenditures can be 
cut without affecting the defense pro- 
gram. 

There are, he pointed out, 116 taxes 


on a man’s suit and 150 on a lady’s 
hat—most of them hidden. 


His address was interesting and en- 
lightening. It points up the fact that, 
whoever is elected president, economies 
are in order in every branch of govern- 
ment where they can be effected. It is 
encouraging to note, too, that govern- 
ment and other economists are begin- 
ning to see the necessity of tax cuts. 
Most of them are predicting such cuts 
within the next year, as the defense pro- 
gram slows down and as a new adminis- 
tration — regardless of party — initiates 
the necessary economies in government,

Col. Lawrence Westbrook, who has 
beeh assisting Democratic national head- 
quarters in the present campaign, has 
been dismissed for allegedly helping to 
negotiate a government contract while 
working for the committee.

Even 
though Colonel Westbrook has done 
nothing illegal, the hint of corruption is 
enough to eliminate him from the scene. 

Should Stevenson be elected presi- 
dent, we may expect him to move with 
equal swiftness in stamping out the five 
percenters and government racketeers 
that hover around the fringes of Wash- 
ington because of the hugeness of to- 
day’s government operations. 

Of course, the Republicans will make 
political capital out of the unfortunate 
affair. However, in the case of the 
Democrats the discovery brought quick 
dismissal. If the GOP had been really 
sincere and intent in its crusade against 
shady. though not illegal, practices, 
Senator Nixon would have been dropped 
just as quickly from the ticket as West- 
brook has been dropped by the Demo- 
crats.

Due for Change? — 


WASHINGTON—Uncertainty over the out- 
come of the presidential election may find 
some explanation in signs here and there 
that cld and familiar habits and patterns in 

vv WOting may be shifting. 

These signs are seem- 

ingly a factor inducing 

caution beyond the very 

obvious timidity of so0- 

called ‘“‘experts’’ of all 

sorts to make any sure 

forecasts because of the 

way nearly all of that 

species got so badly 

burned in 1948. Shifts in 

the voting pattern, if they 

; — are evolving, may be spe- 

cial and ps due to certain circum- 

Stances peculiar to the time of crisis in 

which we live, among other influences. Or 

they may foreshadow something more per- 

manent for the long range, resulting from 

developments of which we have been only 
dimly aware. 


First and foremost, one party has occu- 
pied the White House for a long stretch—20 


years. If continued four years longer, that 


would equal the previous longest stretch of 
tenure by one party in our history since the 
advent of our political party system. That 
was the 24-year White House occupancy by 
Republicans from 1861 to 1885. 


This long control gives weight to the 
argument for change merely in the fact it- 
self, aside. from other considerations, and 
Republicans logically have laid heavy em- 
phasis on it. This, however, is offset to 
some degree by the fact that the regime 
symbolized in the Roosevelt-Truman succes- 
sion, with which this protracted White House 
occupancy is identified, has ended. A new 
figure now is at the front of the party, Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson, who, as judged from his 
nature, his political philosophy which is more 
moderate, and his lack of commitments, 
would presumably set a new course. 


Ike himself, at least in the campaign, 
lost what many thought was a golden oppor- 
tunity to begin to remake his party, which 
would of itself have been in the nature of a 
permanent change of pattern, though his 
champions insist he still can do that if 
elected. 


That itself has been the chief influence 
that has broken some old patterns, which 
may be temporary or may be lasting. 


The most notable case is the South, where 
great numbers of Democrats have found in 
General Eisenhower’s difference from the 
traditional Republican type sufficient excuse 
to desert traditional party alliances. In its 
size and scope, this desertion is itself a new 
pattern already, but whether it is big enough 
to affect the election, or perhaps swing it, 
must await the outcome of the balloting 
next Tuesday.

Bears Don’t Care 


Who Gets Elected 


Ti’s a great year for bears. Never in my 
memory have I seen so -heavy a fall of 
acorns. At night, from the old tree in the 


yaid, I hear them rattling on the rooftop 


like hail. In the back 

yard, when a little wind 

blows, they bounce off 

the top of the car with a 

clatter of a machine gun, 

leaving little dents in the 

finish where they fall. 

They crack’ on the bare 

skull with a rap like a 

marble striking the un- 

protected pate, and I am 

afraid to look up toward 

‘i the tregtop for fear of 

nettle one in the eye. Under the tires of 

the car they crunch by the millions, and the 

whole driveway is yellow where they have 
fallen and been crushed. 


The squirrels are having a field day. 
Every hollow tree in the woods back of the 
house must be full to bursting by now. 
Every time you look out the window you 
see a squirrel taking off down through the 
woods with an acorn. The jaybirds are re- 
joicing. Somebody has told me that the 
jaybird. is the greatest. advocate of refor- 
estation in the aviary world. He stores his 
acorns by burying them in the ground—one 
here, one there—all scattered about. Then 
he forgets where he buried them. That is 
the reason you see little oak seedlings grow- 
ing in fields, far from the nearest parent 
tree. I don’t know whether jaybirds eat 
acorns or not, or whether they ever intend 
to dig them up once they bury them. It may 
be that they are just hiding them so the 
squirrels won’t get them, out of sheer cussed- 
ness, I would not put it past a jaybird to 
pull a trick like that. 


In this year of the great mast fall, I 
would like to take a trip up to North Caro- 
‘ina, to the place they call the Great Bend of 
‘he Pigeon River. There is a great stand 
of whiteoaks there, and they tell me that in 
a good acorn year all the bears from 
ihroughout the Big Smokies gather there to 
fatten on the acorns before they go in for 
their winter sleep. 

I trust that the acorn crop in the North 
Carolina mountains is as heavy as it is here. 
When there are plenty of acorns in the moun- 
tains, the cattlemen who graze their cattle 
on the high tops near the boundaries of the 
forest can sleep well at night. .If there are 
plenty of acorns the bears do not bother their 
cattle. When the mast is light, all the crea- 
tures of the forest suffer. The bears move 
out and kill the cattle and in turn are 
trapped, or chased with dogs and killed. The 
dee:, when there are no acorns, move about 
more, Hunger drives them toward the settle- 
ments in their search for food and farmers 
find them in their gardens, nibbling at frost- 
bitten turnips and the withered tops of vege- 
tables. 

“‘What’s this all about?’’ you are probably 
wondering by now. What’s the guy ram- 
bling on this way for, about jaybirds and 
bears and the falling of acorns. No reason 
much. Except for a few minutes or so it 
gets my mind off Ike and Nixon and Ste- 
venson and Sparkman, and Taft and Mc- 
Carthyeand Truman, and who said what 
about the Communists in 1938 on page six, 
paragraph seven. And no matter who wins 
next Tuesday, it pleases me, somehow, to 
know that all the wild things, from field 
mice to black bears, will sleep fat and sleek 
this winter.

He healed under all types of circumstances.

“Jesus Christ the same 
today, and forever’ (He- 
brews XIII, 8).. I believe that. If He once 
healed, He will always 
heal. If He healed in Je- 
rusalem, He will heal in 
Atlanta. As He sent out 
His disciples, He told 
them to teach, to preach, 
to heal. 

Luke, a physician him- 
self, tells us: ‘‘And he 
sent them to preach the 
kingdom of God, and to 
heal the sick’ (IX, 2). The 
early disciples did heal. 4 
For example, read Acts IX, 32-35. Peter was 
in Lystra. Living there was a man-by the 
name of Aeneas. .For eight years he had 
been paralyzed, lying in his bed. 


€ven if nothing is wrong with one to start 
with, if a certain part of his body is kept 
motionless for an extended period of time, 
we can begin to reuse that part of the body 
One of my children’s arms was 
broken and kept in a sling for some weeks. 
After the bandages were removed, it took 
some months to regain the complete use of 
that arm. 

Yet here was a man whose entire body 
had been inactive for eight years. Peter 
stood by his bed and said: ‘Jesus Christ 
maketh thee whole; arise, and make thy 
The man arose immediately. That 
was a tremendous miracle of healing. Such 
miracles were common in the early church, 
Such miracles ought to be common in the 
church today. 

Somewhere along the way the church 
seers to have lost its power to heal. True, 
the church has built wonderful hospitals, as 
we should have done. For example, in At- 
lanta we have such hospitals as St. Joseph, 
Georgia Baptist and Emory, all built by the 
church and all built in response to the com- 
mand of our Lord, ‘‘Go heal.’

Reinstatement 
Limit Nears 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 ‘4)--Some 
1.200.000 veterans have no more— 
and in some cases much Jess—than 
14 months to: reinstate 10 billion 
dollars worth of term life insurance 
polices which have lapsed. 

The Veterans Administration said 
today that unless reinstatements 
are made in that time the polices 
‘will be lost forever.’’ 


LAPSED POLICIES 

The policies involved are lapsed 
term National Service Life Insur- 
ance (NSLI) thaf were issued to 
two groups of World War II and 
post-World War II veterans. 

The two groups are: 

1. The 1.100.000 World War Il 
veterans who took out term NSLI 
policies while they were in service 
during the last two months of 1944 
and all of 1945. | 

2 The 100.000 World War II and 
post-World War II veterans who 
took out term .NSLI policies while 
they were in service during the last 
two months of 1947 and all of 1948. 


FIRST GROUP 
The first group have eight-year 
term policies and the second group 
have five-year term policies. Both 
terms expire during the last 
two months of this year or during 
next vear, depending upon the an- 
niversary date of each policy. 

The Veterans Administration said 
that if veterans in either group do 
not wish to lose this coverage al- 
together they must _ reinstate 
their policies before the terms ex- 
pire.

Amendment No. 40 attained 
prominence Thursday when three 
Fulton County legislators and Ful- 
ton Commission Chairman Gloer 
Hailey signed a joint letter calling 
on the public to defeat it.

If for years you've tried to 
lose weight but with little or no 
success, play Sherlock Holmes 
now and find out why. . 

Start with your food habits. 
Try to narrow them down to 
the one fattening habit that, more 
than any other, boosted your 
weight and is neeping you from 
reducing. 

Elementary, my dear Watson 

. « you'll promptly conclude: 
It’s the toast you eat in the 
morning that raises the calories. 
But hold on. . , . Chances are it 
isn’t anything you eat at break- 
fast but rather a lack of ade- 
quate breakfast that is directly 
responsible for poor food habits. 
Oddly enough, the bulk of over- 
weights count only the food they 
sit down to eat. But nature keeps 
tab on all calories. In fact be- 
tween meal nibbles are usually 
the foods of a fattening nature 
and boost the score no little. 

Keeping a diet diary is an eye- 
opener. It’s surprising to see how 
long the list grows. Many an 
overweight who feels sure she is 
eating very little and couldn't 
possibly be getting more than 
1,800 calories a day, finds on 
keeping an exact score that. it 
is more, like 3,000 calories daffy. 

Surprisingly enough, once you 
spot the calorie culprits through 
this diet record, you start reason- 
ing that by simply changing one 
or two eating habits you could 
keep your calories on the safe 
and svelte side.
